A bank sued for alleged conver- 
sion of a touring car, claiming it 
under a duly filed chattel mort- 
gage. The defendant motor com- 
pany had taken the car in a trade 
with the maker of the mortgage. 
The car taken was a seven-passen- 
ger White touring car, Model G. F. 
The only description in the chattel 
mortgage which could cover the car 
was: “Five one-ton White trucks, 
Models G. B. E.”

| Sufficient to constitute a mortgage 
on the car as between the parties 
thereto, and that it was for the 
jury to determine whether the de- 
fendant had notice of the mortgage 
sufficient to make the lien good as 
against the defendant.
